in 1963; and was total only In 
Maine and parts of Alaska, al- 
though all parts of the country 
experienced partial eclipse. In 
a survey by the National Society 
for the Prevention of Blindness, 
ophthalmologist 
reported 247 


cases seen by less than half of 
the country's ophthalmologists. 
It can also be assumed that many 
other persons-especially chil- 
dren- may have received eye da- 
mage without realizing it, or fail- 
ed to see an ophthalmologist. 


Total eclipse will be experi- 


enced In tht« Southeastern portion 
of the U.S. at about 1:30 p.m. 
(E.S.T.) with the total eclipse 
path averaging 85 tulles wide. 
All of the country will experi- 
ence a partial eclipse, with the 
magnitude of sun-blockage de- 
creasing with the distance from 
the path of the total phase. (For 
example, the portion of sun block- 
ed at maximum eclipse will be 
72 percent in St. Louis, and 35 
percent la Los Angeles.) 


The length of totality for areas 


In the path of the eclipse will 
average about three minutes.

Tranquilizers May Help 


Case of Anxiety Neurosis 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—What Is meant by anx- 


iety neurosis? What causes 
it? Is it serious? Can any- 
thing be done for it? 


A—A person with an anx- 


iety n e u r o s i s is unable to 
control his fears. They be- 
come the dominant element 
in his life and prevent nor- 
mal functioning. In m o s t 
cases, the cause is some 
half-forgotten childhood ex- 
perience associated with a 
death or a family crisis. It 
is serious only insofar as it 
interferes with normal liv- 
ing. Some victims refuse to 
go out of the house. Others 
won't enter an elevator or a 
vehicle. 


For the milder cases, a 


course of tranquilizer 
may 


be h e l p f u l . A new drug, 
d o x e p i n e (Sinequan), has 
been used successfully in 
carefully s e l e c t e d cases. 
Severe cases may need the 
services of a psychiatrist. 


Q—What can be done for 


a psychosomatic illness? My 
mother gets sick headaches, 
I have palpitation and my 
son has frequent abdominal 
pains. Whenever any of us is 
under stress, the symptoms 
are worse. The doctor says 
there is nothing wrong with 
us. How can he be sure it 
isn't something serious? 


A—The combination of 


emotional and organic ele- 
ments in any disease is re- 
ferred to as psychosomatic. 
It accounts for the difference 
in reaction to a bad case of 
laryngitis, for example, in 
an opera singer and a brick 
layer.

cardiac neurosis, and sour 
son's abdominal pain may 


be due to mucous colitis. 
Emotional stress is likely to 
a g g r a v a t e any of these 
symptoms. 


If your doctor has ruled 


out brain tumor and brain 
a b s c e s s in your mother, 
heart disease in you and ap- 
pendicitis and gall bladder 
disease in your son, he is 
justified in saying that there 
is nothing s e r i o u s or life- 
threatening in your illnesses. 
The treatment of emotional 
disorders is admittedly diffi- 
cult but the outlook is not 
hopeless.
